Friend of Capt. Charles Brown 
Believes Gems Pawned to 
Buy Food.

The body of Capt. Charles F. Brown, 


“an aged mineralogist and Civil War 


veteran, lies unclaimed at the City Hos- 
pital, while mystery surrounds the dis- 
appearance of his $30,000 collection of 
minerals, which he spent 30 years gath- 
He had only $2.85 when taken to 
the hospital, and the body may be 
turned over to the Anatomical Board 
for dissection by medical students un- 
less the collection is found or word 
reaches relatives. 

Capt. Brown lived at 825 North Tay- 
lor avenue, and was found dying there 
Wednesday afternoon by workmen sent 
to wreck the building to make way for 
the proposed Wednesday Clubhouse. He 
Was sent to the City Hospital and died 
there of phthisis Thursday. He was 70 
years old. 

The collection of minerals which Capt. 
Brown gathered in the Arkansas Moun- 
tains, and which is said to have been 
declared the finest and most complete 
in existence, was on exhibition at the 
World's Fair. The Iron Mountain Rail- 
road engaged Capt. Brown to show it, 
and he was decorated by the Exposi- 
tion company for it. 

Out of Employment. 

For two years past Capt. Brown, on 
account of his feebleness, had been al- 
most constantly out of employment. He 
had some money, which is now believed 
to have been obtained by pawning his 
precious collection, but this was ex- 
hausted and for several months he had 
been practically penniless. 

“O. Greenwald, a dealer in linens at 
505 North Taylor avenue, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday that he had 
loaned money to Capt. Brown, whom 
he has known several years, and that 
he has possession of papers which may 
solve the secret of the whereabouts of 
the mineral collection. 

“He never would tell me what had be- 
come of the collection,’’ Greenwald said, 
“except that once he remarked it was 
‘Bomewhere on Cass avenue. When I 
questioned him further he closed ‘up like 
3B clam.” 

Refuses to Open Papers. 

Greenwald refuses to open the papers, 

which Capt. Brown intrustéd to Him be- 
fore going to the hospital. He expects 
to turn them over to the Public Ad- 
ministrator. 
. The hespital records show that Capt. 
‘Brown was 74 years old, and a native of 
Massachusetts. He asked that Green- 
wald and G A. A. Dvane of Little Rock, 
Ark., be notified in case he died. 
. The body of a pauper who dies at the 
hospital is held 10 days for a claimant, 
then is turned over to the Anatomical 
Board.

Building a Furnace, 


When they arrived the Waschauer 
Building was a furnace and flames were| 
devouring the furniture and contents of 
the eight flats above it, the dwellers in 
which stood in their bare feet in the 
chill night wind powerless to. check the 
destruction. 

Neighbors gave shelter to the women 
and children, while the men,-half frozen, 
remained to help:the, fire’ ‘fighters. 

The volunteer brigades of North Ve- 
nice and Granite City-showed laudable 
rivalry in vieing with eagh.other to 
reach the fire first., Each had, blocks 
to run. As neither company Nad horses 
the men pull the hose iwagoh’. Both 
companies arrived at the same time, but 
the volunteers were so out of breath 
that it was several minutes before they 
could get into action. 

While attempting to clear away a mass 
of wreckage near the Famous Store, 
Jack Baker, assistant chief of the North 
Venice brigade; touched a live wire. 
The thick buckskin gloves he wore saved 
him. He was only slightly shocked. 

The destruction ef a cable box at the 
Famous corner threw 130 Kinloch tele- 
phones out of commission, practically 
suspending the entire telephone service 
of the town. 

As the firemen got to work 30 horses 
and mules broke from a brewery com- 
pany’s stable a block north and stam- 
peded down the street, causing spec- 
tators to scatter. 

Three times they ran back and forth 
in the block toward which the fire was 
sweeping. The crowd succeeded at last 
in running the frfghtened animals into 
a lot, which was fenced on two sides 
On the other two sides men. ranged 
themselves in line to complete the in- 
closure. 

From the Waschauer store and flats 
the fire went north, leaping across th« 
street to the Famous Dry Goods store, 
covering 
nearly half a block. 

Dentist Driven Out. 

On the second floor of this« building 
Dr. Barnfield, a dentist, had his offica 
and bachelor apartments. The explo- 
sion and the shots had not awakened 
him, and he escaped fn his night clothes. 
The contents of his office and of that 
of Dr. Siebold were in flames a few 
minutes later. 

Efforts of the firemen to check the 
flames were of no avail, ag a brisk 
south wind was blowing and there was 
enly one engine. : 

After destroying the Famous store, 
the fire continued north to the Madison 
tailor .shop, owned by M. Friedman. 
and the Madison Re-‘aurant, owned by 
Charles Bartlett. 

Pearl Clampe's barber shop and the 
one-story frame res ences of Mrs. So. 
phia Pierce and Mrs. Mary Kitten, back 
of the Waschauer store were also de- 
stroyed. 

A bucket brigade worked ceaselessly 
to prevent sparks from setting fire t6 
the Anheuser-Busch depot and the cafe 
of John Dooling in the depot bujiding. 

Bank Stops the Fire, 

The fire was still raging when it 
reached the 18-inch wall of the First 
National Bank.’ Here the flames were 
effectually checked.

Several 
of the women are now in a serious con- 
dition from fright and exposure. 

Owing to the fact that a teachers’ in- 
stitute is in progress and the Circuit 
Court is in session, the hotel was filled 
to its capacity. Most of the injured 
women are teachers. °

Former Trustee of Lincoln 
Asylum Says Children Were 
Poorly Fed.

LINCOLN, Ill, Jan. 3.—All iilinols 
has been wrought up by the revelations 
of the Legislative Investigating Com- 
mittee of conditions in the State Asylum 
for Feeble-Minded Children in Lincoln. 
If testimony given under cath be trie, 
feeble children not only have been roast- 
ed on radiators, maimed in machinery, 
scalded to death in bathtubs, but im- 
proper food also has been fed to them, 
they have been stood in a row to have 
their pockets rifled, and after death 
their bodies have been cut up for the 
medical “museum.” 

Most startling of all the testimony, 
perhaps, was that of John Wagner, giv- 
en yesterday. He said he resigned. as 
one of the trustees of the asylum be- 
cause conditions there were unbearable 
and he was unable to get the State ad- 
ministration. to take action. At one 
point he told of Miss Gannon, a nurse 
with: 82 children in her charge, breaking 
into sobs when he questioned her about 
the food of the consumptive children in 
the asylom. .

WILL TAKE TEST VOTE 





Personal Liberty League Is

Action taken at a meeting of liquor 
interest representatives Saturday makes 
East St. Louis the battle ground on 
which the brewers. saloonkeepers and 
distillers of Southern Illinois will fight 
the local option and temperance move- 
ments. 

The motto adopted by the men is 
‘Progress, prosperity and advancement.” 
It igs the slogan which will appear on 
thousands of circulars which were pre- 
pared Saturday and the distribution of 
which will commence Monday. Advance 
copies of the circular were shown to a 
few Saturday. 

Patd $751,000 in Five Years. 

It sets forth that in the last five years 
the saloonkeepers of East St. Louis 
have paid in licenses $751,000 and that in 
ile same period the expenses of five 
municipal departments of East St. Louis 
have been $746,000. The departments 
mentioned are the police, fire, street, 
Lehting and sewer departments and the 
public library. 

The circular says that if the saloons 
were closed these departments of East 
Rc. Louis cou'd not be maintained, as the 
entire amount raised by tax levies in the 
city is expended for the maintenance of 
other depertments. 

“Will you vote to close the saloons 
and be without policemen, firemen, 
gsireets, lights, sewers and libraries?’ 
says the circular in big, black letters. 

The committee which ordered the cir- 
culars to be issued met Saturday at the 
office of Robert Betham, manager of the 
Heim Brewery, its chairman. The other 
members are George W. Black of Belle- 
ville, Eugene Schopp of Highland, Geo.

Personal Liberty League. 

An organization to be known as the 
Personal Liberty League was launched.

Employers Will Be Forced to Give Full Hour at 
Noon, So Workers May Eat and 


Play Time. 





The midday lunch bill, which has been 
reported favorably by the Legislative 
Committee of the City Council, will, if 


pessed, affect 150,000 peop’e in St. Louis. 
The bill requires that all employers 
shall give their employes an hour for 
lunch each day. 

Time to Eat and Play. 

There were employed in the manufac- 
turing establishments of St. Louis in 
1906, 106,548 persons. There was a con- 
siderable increase in the number of fac- 
tery employes during 1907, up to the 
time of the financial stringency. Many 


} business houses and manufacturing es- 


tablishments have not been giving their 
employes a full hour for midday lunch- 
eon, and the purpose of the bill is to 
require them to give the workers ample 
time not only to eat, but for a little 
recreation. 

The hour may be designated by the 
employer, so that his force may be di- 
vided into shifts so that business will 
be hampered as little as possible. 

The law is operative against employ- 
ers only and does not require the em- 
ploye to take an hour unless he so de- 
sires. Piece workers would therefore 
not be affected. The piece-work plan 
prevails in all sweatshops.

ENTER ASYLUM 


Stewart and Bond Tell Why 
Mrs. Ring Was Not Ad- 
mitted by Board. 


WITNESSES GET ANGRY 


Accused of Telling Untruth, 
Police Commissioner Rises 
in Chair. 


Whether Thomas Ring was boarding 
with his parents or they with him was 
the point on which hinged the admission 
of his insane wife, Mrs. Lena Ring, to 
the asylum, according to the testimony 
given by Dr. H. Wheeler Bond, Health 
Commissioner and president of the 
Board of Health, before a special com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates. 

The ability of her husband to pay for 
her maintenance at the asylum and her 
affiiction with sores due to being 
strapped to a cot, did not weigh with 
the Board of Health in determining her 
right to public support, Dr. Bond said. 
He and A. C. Stewart, another member 
of the Board, admitted that they did not 
know that Mrs. Ring was violent and so 


‘1ill that she died a week after the Board's 


refusal to commit her to the asylum, 
and before the order rescinding the re- 
fusal could be carried out. 

Wife Refused Admission. 

When Ring said that he boarded with 
his parents, after once making the 
statement that he was their only sup- 
port, Dr. Bond said, the Board of Health 
regarded his testimony as misleading 
and decided not to allow his wife admis- 
sion to the asylum. 

President Stewart of the Police Board 
became white with anger in the course 
of his examination by Chairman Fay 
Friday and threatened to refuse to pro- 
ceed ‘‘unless properly treated.”’ 

President Stewart was relating what 
he said was Ring’s statement as to the 
amount of his wages. Mr. Stewart quot- 
ed Ring as giving his earnings as $2 a 
day, but the chairman declared the 
amount was $1.85. 

‘Don’t you know that your statement 
is an untruth?’’ demanded Fay. 

Demands Proper Treatment. 

‘T won't submit to any such exam- 
ination,” said Mr. Stewart, rising in his 
chair and flushing and blanching by 
turns. “I am here to give a fair and 
full statement and I must be treated 
properly or I won't testify.’”’ 

At,the suggestion of Delegate 
Shane the question was withdrawn. 

Later in his testimony Mr. Stewart 
was accused by McShane of “hostility 
to the committee.’’ Stewart denied the 
charge. 

Delegate Fay questioned Mr. Stewart 
about the questions he asked Ring con- 
cerning his ability to pay for the sup- 
port of his wife at the Farmington 
asylum. Fay asked Stewart pointedly if 
he recalled that he (Stewart) questioned 
Ring so closely that tears rolled down 
Ring’s cheeks and that he (Stewart) 
looked down at his trousers to see if 
Ring’s tears fell on them. Mr. Stewart 
said he did not recall any such incident. 
Fay replied that it occurred, neverthe- 
less. 

The testimony of Mrs. Ring’s physi- 
cian, Dr. Ira W. Upshaw, was to the 
effect that she was in good physical 
health when she went to the City Hos- 
pital, Dec. 20, but that on her return 
home, after being discharged at the in- 
stance of the Board of Health, her back 
and hips were covered with gangrenous 
sores. Mrs. Ring, 37 years old, lived 
at 2267 Old Manchester road. 

When Dr. Bond objected to the sub- 
mission of a question to Assistant 
Health Commissioner Winn as_ to 
whether he would have admitted Mrs. 
Ring to the asylum had he been a mem- 
ber of the board, Chairman Fay com- 
manded the Health Commissioner to sit 
down, and he did. Mr. Winn thought 
Mrs. Ring was entitled to care from the 
city.

CITY'S WORST STORM 


Liner Adriatic Forced to An a 
chor Off Sandy Hook Dur- 
ing Blizzard” 





NEW YORK, Jan. %.—Signs of suf- 
fering never eclipsed in the history of 
this city are following the removal of 
yesterday's 15 inches of snowfall from 
the blocked downtown sections. The 
army of snow shovellers has been re- 
crulted from the ranks of the unem- 
ployed and these men present a pitiable 
appearance. a 
Seventy-five per cent of the men now 
employed by the contractors are insuf- 
ficiently clothed and many of them are 
actually suffering for the want of bread. | 
Dressed in thin suminer clothing, with- 
out overcoats, gloves or underclothing, 
their shoes in many instances tiled to- 
gether, these men are struggling for 
existence. 

Of 800 men who marched from the 
Bureau of Street Cleaning at midnight 
to clear the crossings, fire hydrants and 
the larger public squares, more than 
half had to quit before 9 o'clock today. . 
Their strength was not equal to the 
work in the cold northwest wind, with 
the mercury but 15 degrees above gero. . 

All seemed eager to work, but the 
weaker ones faltered. 

Hot Coffee to Workers. 

The exhausted ones were taken to hos- 
pitals and cared for while charitably in- 
clined persons saw that great cans of 
steaming hot coffee were sent to relieve 
those who continued thelr work. 

There were 4000 working. For the first 
time in many years there are plenty of 
applications for positions. The cold is 
working great hardship in the tenement 
sections, where coal fs at a premium. — 

The usual price of 12 cents.a pall has 
been raised to 30 cents, with a UNmited 
supply on hand. The big wagons of the 
coal dealers cannot penetrate the mar- 
row strccts of the East and West sides, 
which are blocked high with snow and

BANK LOOTER 
KILLS HIMSELE 
WHEN ARRESTED 


Kansas Cashier Breaks From 
Officer, Shoots Self at 
Own Home.

GREAT BEND, Kan., Jan. %.—For- 
saken b: his bondsmen, Leo Boche- 
mohle, cashier of the Bank of Ellin- 


wood, which was closed last Tuesday, 
shot himself to death yesterday while 
leaving his home in Ellinwood in the 
custody of an officer to come to the 
Great Bend Jail. 

Bochemohle’s bondsmen had spent a 
day seeking to be released trom their 
liability ang in this they had succeeded. 
They had signed his bond for $5000 to 
insure his appearance in court here to 
answer to a charge of perjury in re- 
gard to two notes which had been can- 
celed, but which he swore were among 
the assets of the bank. 

Breaks Away, Shoots Self. 

When the deputy went to the house 
for Bochemohle he said he was ready to 
go to Great Bend. As they reached the 
gate he suddenly turned and rushed 
back to the porch. There he _ shot 
himself. 

Developments in the bank’s closing 
show that money had been received 
from farmers and merchants to apply 
on purchases of land and payment of 
notes. All that those who paid the 
money had to show for it was personal 
receipts from Bochemohle and in some 
cases not that much. Bochemohle’s 
principal plan of looting the bank 
Seems to have been to spend the bank’s 
money for personal pleasures and to 
substitute worthless paper for it. The 
last statement showed deposits of more 
than $100,000. No more than $20,000 of 
paper now is considered goéd by the 
Deputy Bank Examiner.

The will provided that if either died 
before reaching that age, his share 
should go to the residuary legatees, 
Mrs. Anna Curby, wife of the testa- 
tor; Clarence E. Curby, his son, and 
Joseph L. Curby Jr., his grandson. The 
latter was not to receive his share as 
a residuary legatee until he was 30 years 
old, but there was a bequest of $25,0u0 
which he received when he was 21. 

It was following the receipt of this 
bequest that his lavishness of expendi- 
ture won for him the title of ‘‘Tallyho

Conspiracy and Hand Over 
Their Checks. 








JAIL TERM REMITTED 





Kansas City Sentence Ends 
One of Most Important 
Cases in Country. 





KANSAS CITY, Jan. 2.—George L. 
Thomas, a freight broker of New York 
City, and L. E. Taggart, his clerk, 
pleaded guilty in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here today to the charge of 
conspiring to pay rebates. Judge Smith 
McPherson then fined Thomas $7000 and 
Taggart $4909, omitting the Jail sen- 
lence. 

Both defendants were in court, and, 
after sentence was passed, checks cov- 
ering the fines were tendered and ac- 
cepted by the Judge. ‘This ends the case 
against these men. It was one of the 
_most important rebate cases ever de- 
sided in this country, and the Jail sen- 
lence, which was remitted today, was 
be first sentence of imprisonment ever 
passed for a similar offense. 


Cases Were Appealed. 


The fines assessed against the pack- 
mg companies on a rebating charge were 
affirmed April 29 last, by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals at St. Paul. The Burl- 
ington case, which also was appealed, is 
still pending. 

When the case of Thomas and Tag- 
gart was called before Judge McPher- 
son this morning, Judge O. M. Spencer 
of St. Joseph, Mo., general solicitor of 
‘he Burlington Railway, appeared for 
the defendants. Mr. Spencer entered a 
piea of guilty on behalf of Thomas and 
Taggart and addressed the Court briefly, 
reviewing the case. 

“These defendants,’ he said, ‘“‘were 
tried, convicted and sentenced, more 
than a year ago on a charge of con- 
spiracy to pay rebates. The cases were 
appealed and also reversed by the 
Court of Appeals, though there was lit- 
tle to Indicate a successful defense, and 
we have concluded to plead guilty and 
trust to the wisdom and fairness of this 
honorable court in the light of all the 
circumstances surrounding the case, to 
impose only such punishment as is com- 
mensurate with the offense committed. 

“The agreement on which the charge 
was based was inthe form of a written 
eontract, renewed annually, the first of 
these contracts being made in 1902, long 
prior to the existence of any law on 
the subject of rebates. It necessarily 
follows, therefore, that no conspiracy 
was contemplated in the beginning. ~ ff 
the agreement ever ripened’ into the 
trime of conspiracy it was because of 
the new law ma bates: a orime 
which was not so at theggtime the’ agree- 


ment was made. Henee, 1. Maye al-. 


ways felt the injustive;o# charging the 
defendants with the crime_of ‘conspira- 
cy, but in these times When it’ often 
seems necessary to charge in order to 
eonvict of any crime against the Gov- 
ernment, we find it best to bow to the 
inevitable. 
Jail Sentence Imposed.

Thomas, with his clerk, L. B. Tag- 
gart, was indictd in December, 196, 
charged with conspiring with Barton 
Bros., wholesale shoe merchants of 
Kansas City, to pay rebates on the lat- 
ter firm’s shipments. In the trial of the 
case it was brought out that Thomas 
had also agreed to secure rebates for 
other merchants. They were found 
guilty June 22, 196. Thomas, as the 
principal, was fined $6000 and sentenced 
to serve four months in jail. and Tag- 
gart was fined $4000 and sentenced to 
gerve three months in jail. The verdict 
was reversed on the ground that the 
lower Court had failed to instruct the 
jury on the presumption of the inno- 
eence of the defendant.

SICK DRUCE WITNESS Is | 
DEMANDED BY GREAT BRITAIN 


Caldwell Expected to Be Put in 
Hospital in Government’s 
Custody. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2%.—Great Britain 
demantis the body of Robert Caldwell, 
who testified in the Druce case in Lon- 
don, and was afterward indicted on a 
charge of perjury. Caldwell has been 
ill at his home on Staten Island. The 
counsel for the British Ambassador ap- 
peared before United States Commis- 
sioner Alexander yesterday and de- 
manded, under the treaty between the 
two countries, that Caldwell be pro- 
duced in court without further adjourn- 
ment of the application for extradition. 

Commissioner Alexander stated that, 
owing to the inclement weather, he 
would not insist on Caldwell’s appear- 
ance today, but adjourned the hearing 
until Tuesday, intimating that if Cald- 
well was not in court that day he 
would be brought to Manhattan in an 
ambulance and placed in a hospital in 
the custody of the Government until 
such time as he was able to appear 
for a hearing. Caldwell testified in the 
hearing of the Druce case in London 
that Druce and the Duke of Portland 
were one and the same and that he 
superintended the supposed burial of 
Druce, the coffin containing a roll of 
lead, instead of a body. The opening 
of the grave showed that the coffin 
contained a body 'which answered the 
description of Druce. 

Woman Tried for Perjury. 

LONDON, Jan. 2%.—Miss Mary Robin- 
son, daughter of an oe planter, 
was put on trial today on a charge of 
perjury, as a result of her testimony 
that she Knew the Duke of Portland 
and that Charles Dickens had told her 
that Thomas C. Druce was the Duke of 
Portiand and that Druce himself ad- 
mitted as much. Despite the assertion 
of her attorney that she was of un- 
sound mind, her trial was’ ordered to 
proceed. George Hollamby Druce, claim- 
ant to the Portland title, today made 
public correspondence in which he seeks 
Government aid in finding letters sent 
to him by Miss Mary Patterson, an 
American woman, which have fallen 
into the hands of a man calling himself 
Druce’s representative. The Patterson 
letters are said to have been written 


by Druce to Miss Patterson’s mother 
and to have admitted Druce’s dual per- 
sonality.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The United 
States gunboat Paducah left New Or- 
leans today for St. Marc, Hayti, to pro- 
tect American interests and be within 
call in case the revolution spreads into 
Santo Domingo. The gunboat Eagle is 
now patrolling the coast from St. Marc 
to Gonaives.

Money for Labor Is on Hand, 


but Plans Have Not 
Been Drawn.

coup the Mississippi Valley obtained 
the deposit of $650,000 of the Library 
Board's money Aug. 20, 1906, when the 
deal was concluded, kept it throughout 
the period of:financial stringency and 
still has it on deposit. 

A Haurry-Up Bullding. 

Incidentally, the Mississippi Valley's 
officers gave a practical illustration of 
how to erect a large building in a hurry 
by organizing the Joliet. Realty Co., a 
$1,250,000 corporation, immediately upon 
the board’s acceptance of its condition- 
al offer for the Olive street block and 
building an immense mercantile struc- 
ture there within c year. thereafter. 
John D. Davis, vice-president of the 
trust company, is president of the Joli- 
et Realty Co. and Tom W. Bennett, 
real estate officer of the trust com- 
pany, is secretary of the realty com- 
pany. 

President Lehmann says the Library 
Board acceded to the condition requir- 
ing the deposit because the offer of 
$650,000 for the property, even with this 
condition annexed, was easiity the best 
the board could obtain. 

Outside of this transaction the board 
has for years made the St. Louis Union 
its sole depository. This company’s im- 
portant relations with the board began 
in 1898, when it advanced the board 
$455,525 at 5 per cent to enable it to buy 
city block 510—the same block sold in 
1906 to the Mississippi Valley. The 
board had hardly any money available 
then with which to buy real estate and, 
it is said, could ‘obtain the necessary 
money from no other bank. 

In return for this loan, however, the 
board paid the St. Louis-Union interest 
aggregating $113,832.33, in addition to re- 
paying the principal, at various times 
prior to 190%. This interest, with $2561.62 
for examining titles, legal services and 
wrecking, brought the total cost of the 
block to the board up te $571,916.94. In- 
cidentally, the board received $39,742.42 
insurance on buildings burned there and 
$84,138.38 in rentals, or total return of 
$123,880.80, from buildings thereon  be- 
fore selling the property to the Mis- 
sissipp! Valley Trust Co. for $650,000 in 
1906. | 

The board purchased the lote at Sev- 
enteenth and Olive streets in 1898 as a 
site for a large central library. Later— 
in 1901—it received an offer of $500,000 
for a central library from Mr. Carnegie 
on condition that a site be acquired and 
an appropriation for maintenance be 
made by the city. At that time the 
Olive street lot was still heavily in- 
cumbered, and President Lehmann sug- 
gested that Missouri Park, where the 
Exposition Building stood, between 
Thirteenth,. Fourteenth,; Olive and St. 
Charles * streets, ‘be’ obtained. An or- 
dinance was passed transferring the site 
to the library: board on payment of 
the exposition’ company’s debts. They 
aggregated $280,000. The board found 
it had only $35,000 available. The bal- 
ance was subscribed by Daniel Catlin 
and other individual directors of the 
St. Louis-Union Trust Co. 


Catlin Gave $25,000. 

Mr. Catlin headed the list with $25,000. 
The subscription provided that one- 
fourth should be paid at once and the 
remainder during the ensuing two years, 
it is said. The St. Louis-Union ad- 
vanced all the necessary cash, but took 
the library board’s interest notes. 
Eventually all the subscribers paid up, 
except one man, who subscribed $12,000. 
This was paid by the library in addi- 
tion to its $35,000 


In addition to the interest paid the 
St. Louis-Union for the advanced cash, 
there was an agreement providing that 
all the property of the exposition com- 
pany and the wreckage should be taken 
and sold, if possible, by the trust com- 
pahy, the library to be paid a share of 
any proceeds in proportion to. the 
amount it subscribed. 

The exposition was found to have one 
valuable asset—the powerhouse property 
on the northeast cormer of Thirteenth 
and Locust streets. 'Thid was sold for 
$97,000. For its dividend on this sale 
the library received $17,155. The balance 
went to the subscribers to the fund— 
that is, the trust company directors. 
They are said to have received a little 
over 30 per cent on their subscription, 
or about $8,000 In all. Mr. Lehmann 
thinks it was about that amount. John 
D. Filley, vice-president of the trust 
company, says it was a small amount, 
but he does not remember the exact 
figures. He showed no disposition to 
hunt them up when asked for them.

way inherited the work of wrecking the 
Exposition building. The final settle- 
ment with the wrecking company has 
not yet been made. If there is any profi: 
on the wrecking the library board is to 
get its proportionate share. 

President Lehmann says the _ board 
came out ahead in its dealings with the 
St. Léuis-Union in reference to this Ex- 
position property. He says the amount 
contributed by the directors for which 
they were not reimbursed much more 
than offset whatever interest the library 
board had to pay the trust company for 
its advancement of the necessary cash 
to pay off the Exposition company’s 
debts. While the records of the trans- 
action are not explicit, it appears that 
after subscribing $245,000 the trust com- 
pany directors paid over $61,250 cash un- 
conditionally at once, and paid over the 


‘lother three-quarters—$183,70—after tak- 


ing the notes of the library for that 
amount until the balance of the direc- 
tors’ subscriptions fell due. 

Andrew Carnegie gave $1,000,000 to the 
library board in March, 1901, on three 


conditions: That $600,000 be used for 
branch libraries, that the city obtain un- 
incumbered sites for the library buld- 
ings and that an appropriation of $150,- 
000 annually be made for maintaining 
the library system. The third condition 
was met in April, 1901, when the people 
voted an increase in the tax rate from 
one-fifth to two-fifths of a mill on the 
dollar for library purposes. This has 
ever since brought in more than $160,000 


met when the board paid off partly 
with the trust company’s contribution 
the debts of the exposition company, 
as that gave them the site for the cen- 
tral library. 

The ordinance turning the park over 
to the library board specified that the 
Exposition building should not be torn 
down until Dec. 1, 1904—the end of the 
World’s Fair. This was satisfactory to 
the library board, as it obtained a 
rental for the property during that 
time. Since then, however, there has 
been delay upon delay. 

Delays in Building. 

First the board decided that a build- 
ing costing more than $500,000 should be 
erected and that the former library site 
should be sold to obtain an increased 


fund. This was not : ccomplished until 
June, 1906, when the sale to the Missis- 
sippi Valley was agreed on. 

Then, however, there were no plans 
for the new library prepared. Fred- 
erick M. Crunden, who had been libra- 
rian for nearly 30 years, had been 
taken ill a few months before and is 
still ill. Incidentally, a project had 
been started for a new Coliseum and 
hope was held forth that it might buy 
the iron framework of the old exposi- 
tion coliseum. There was delay again 
on this account. 

In the fall of 1906, after the sale to 
the Mississippi! Valley had been com- 
pleted, the board took up the ques- 
tion of plans for the new library. A 
plan of competition among achitects 
had been prepared by Prof. Mann of 
Washington University. Members of 
the board wanted.a competition open 
to all architects. Leading 8t. Louis 
architects refused to enter unless the 
competition were limited. Contro- 
versy over this point raged all win- 
ter and in the spring of 1907 {t was 
ge to have a limited competi- 
tion 

Five St. Louis and four New York 
architectural firms were paid $1000 
each to submit a plan. The plan of 
Cass Gilbert of New York was ad- 
judged the best. He began work on 
his plans in June and in November 
they were finally approved, after some 
alterations, and Mr. Gilbert went to 
work on his detailed drawings. 


Members of the Board. 
Mr. Crunden has not yet returned 
to active duties and the ‘executive 


ee of the library has de- 
volv on Paul Blackwelder, the as- 
sistant and active librarian. 

The present members of the board 
are Frederick W. a. resident; 
John F. Lee, George arpenter, 
Morris Glaser, O'Neill] Ryan, Edward 
L. Preetorius and William Maffitt. 
There is a vacancy on the board 
caused by the retirement of Dwight 
Davis, which will be filled soon by 
appointment of Mayor Wells. 

Of the $260,000 already drawn against 
the Carnegie fund, only $30,000 has come 
out of the central library half. That was 
to cover the expense in connection with 
the architectural competition and k1n- 
dred subjects. The $230,000 drawn against 
the branch library half has already bullt 
two branch libraries—the Barr branch at 
Jefferson and Lafayette, costing $72,000, 
on a lot donated by Mr. and Mrs. Will- 
iam Barr, and the Cabanne, at Union 
and Cabanne avenues, dedicated last 
July. It cost $80,000. A third. branch—the 
Carondelet—is nearing completion. A site 
for a fourth has been bought at Seventh 
and Soulard streets and two more sites 

are being negotiated for in North St. 
Leute. It is said that the delay in ob- 
taining plans and starting to work on 
the Soulard street branch is due to a 
desire on the part of the board's build- 
ing committee, of which John F. Lee is 
chairman, to select architects for the 
three buildings at the same time.

amount of the municipal tax for main- 
taining the library during the last fiscal 
year, that is the year ending in April, 
1907. 

The amount collected that year was 
$191,409.51. The library tax collection, like 
other taxes, is turned into the city’ 
treasury daily by Collector Hagerman. 
It is not paid over to the Library Board 
in bulk, but remains on deposit with 
the City Treasurer until checked out by 
vouchers signed by the Library Board. 
That accounts for the fact that there is 
more than a year’s collections to the 
Board’s credit. 

The collections each year for the li- 
brary tax have shown a gradual increase 
since 1902. 

The amounts collected during’ the 
years ending in April since 1900 are as 
follows: 1900, $73,781.47; 1901, $75,727.18; 
1902, $149,321.24; 1903, $166,524.50; 1904, $173,- 
064.63; 1905, $178,998.64; 1906, $182,676.83; 1907,

Union Pacific Policy Will Be Con-

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. %.—The redue- 
tion of working hours of Union Pacific 
shopmen, which began Monday, is to 
be followed after today with a reduc- 
tion of working days from six to five 
per week. At the headquarters. of the 
Union Pacific it is stated that Omaha 
will not be the only place affected and 
that there soon will be a general reduc- 
tion of the mechanical force of the 
road along its entire line. This reduc- 
tion probably will affect several thou- 
sand men either by reduction of work- 
ing hours or final dismissal.

_ WHEN’ HUNGER MARCHES. 

Caw is law and it skould be observed, but there 
are times when wise executives are not toe d:as- 
tic in its enforcement against minor offenses. 

In most cities there are laws regulating public 
assemblages and street demonstrations and they 
are necessary, for both of these privileges may 
easily be abused. !t does not follow, however, 
that in times of great distress the police power 
should be brutally used to prevent a few work- 
less, breadless and moneyless men from making 
a public petition for assistance. | 

Under the same arbitrary ruling policemen 
might be deployed on winter nights in front of 
their station houses with orders to club and to 
disperse the scores of homeless wretches who con- 
gregate there for shelter. In every period of 
depression these pitiable assemblages of the unem- 
ployed exceed in numbers the attendance at many 
big churches and a severe construction of the or- 
dinances might hold them to be as unlawful as 
any other meetings whatever. 

Hungry and half-clad men do not march nowa- 
days without cause. Well-fed and well-clothed 
men, absorbed in their own affairs and knowing 
little of the flerce conflict raging on the border 
land of destitution, cannot afford to be kept long 
ir ignorance of that cause. 

From most of the great cities come reports of 
extensive suffering among the unemployed. In 
scme places, as in New York, poverty hides in de- 
spair, sending out its messengers of depredation 
oceasionally under cover of the night. In others, 
as in Boston and St. Louis, it proclaims its dis- 
tress by marching. In others, as in Chicago, it 
attempts to show its gaunt faces and it is driven 
from the streets by battalions of armed police- 
men. 

No great harm can proceed from one of these 
‘netitions in boots,” as they have been called, 
The direst-mischief and the most cruel wrongs 
may follow upon their suppression. No city, 
no matter how great and powerful, can afford to 
blind its eyes and dull its ears to human suffering. 
In the last analysis the security of life, liberty 
and property rests upon a society the humblest of 
whose members are at least fed and housed. 

It is the misfortune of the idle and wretched 
that they often fall under the influence of pro- 
fessional agitators enjoying no public sympathy, 
but misfortuncs are not crimes. If we have ele- 
ments in our population so forsaken by God and 
man that they can get a hearing only through 
such mediums, let us look to it. The situation 
may mean something worse than misfortune on 
our part. 

Heedless thousands in Chicago saw nothing but 
a grotesque diversion in the savage dispersion of 
a few hundreds of hungry marchers the other day, 
but men wiser than the police officials learned 
therefrom that destitution was increasing alarm- 
ingly and that the ordinary relief agencies were 
already overtaxed; and a great fund was at once 
subscribed to assist in the work. 

There is a lessoy in all this for St. Louis and 
for every other city in which, through no fault of 
their own, the unemployed are increasing in 
numbers and in desperation. Hunger does not set 
out upon its woful parades for sport. Hunger 
asking bread or work is not inherently lawless. 
Hunger marching at midday is a different thing 
from hunger prowling at night. 

There come times in every community, no mat- 
ter how preoccupied it may be, when the most 
important business at hand is to know one’s 
neighbors. If those sojourners chance to be 
Starvation and Suffering the blame is all our own 
if we heed them not.

The Federal courts’ definition of what is not ob- 
scene is so broad and lenient as to encoufage 
panders to ply a constant trade in nude “art,” 
the same being cheap copies of famous chefs- 
d’ouvre and pocket-size photos of “artistic” 
poses, “living” pictures, etc.
